But, 
of coarse, then) had to be some 


means of canunnnk-asioa even iu the 
earliest agei, thcagu these vrereeoufitted 
for centimes to emperors and kings and 
other gn-at rulers. The emperors of 
Egypt, of Persia, of Assyria and of 
Rome held many lesser kings aiuTsairap: 
as their vassals. With these it was nee 
essary to communicate with certainty 
«»"< regularity, and therefore couriers 
were employed to can y dispatches and 
reports to and from the more distant 
provinces. 


Of coarse no one man or one horse 


ooold traverse the whole route, so sta- 
tions were established along the roods 
at certain intervals, where couriers were 
always iu readiness to relieve weary 
brothers, and.carry on the dispatches 
with uniform speed. These stations 
were called "posts," from the Latin 
word positttm—fixed or placed—whence 
comes the name of our modern postal 
system. 


In the Old Testament are frequent 


references to the posts. Ia H Chronicles 
yon will find, "So the posts -went with 
the letters," and "So the posts passec 
from city to city." In Esther also and 
in Job and Jeremiah you -will find other 
allusions to the posts. But they were 
never for the use of the common people. 


The Roman Emperor Augustus was 


tho first to establish a system of posts 
suggestive of the present system. You 
have heard the saying, "All roads leat 
to Rome." This was the origin of it 
From Rome, as a center post roads were 
bnilr, called "royal highways," extend 
ing all over Europe. After the decline 
of tiie Roman empire these post roads 
were abandoned by degrees, and during 
the dark ages they almost entirely dis 
appeared- 


In the thirteenth and fourteenth cen 


tnries, however, their need began to be 
so strongly felt thut posts between di£ 
ferent parts of the same country were 
established, and sooa these were extend 
ed into other countries. These posts 
were carried first by foot runners an< 
then a little later by men ou horseback. 


It was not long, though, before th 


post privilege was extended, and it was 
found impossible for horseback riders t 
carry the increasing mail, so wheelet 
conveyances were provided, and tb 
nest, step was for these conveyances tc 
carry passengers as well as the mail. 


And thus from tbe post was evolvec 


the mail coach. What this meant to our 
hitherto shnt in ancestors it is hard f o 
us of the present day to realize even 
faintly. But it ia safe tosayjtbat th 
evolution of the public post and th 
mail coach did more than any other ou 
thing to hasten civilization. 


In the reign of the Emperor Preder 


ick TTT, Francis von Laxis. whose granc 
father is said to have established a post 
al service across the Tyrol and Styria 
entered the service of the house of Haps 
burg and became the founder of th 
modern postal system. Through. Vo 
Loads the emperor established regala 
postSjthronghout his .kingdom betwee 
the years 14ip and 1493, and at the be 
ginning of the sixteenth century th 
Austrian, post: became the internatkma 
post of the Hapsburg dynasty.

In England, in 1658, Rowland Hill 


started a private post, but Cromwell's 
heavy hand came down on the enter- 
prise, and the men.who carried the let- 
ters were trampled down and killed by 
his soldiers. Later on Mr. Hill came to 
the front, again, instituted many re- 
fbrma in the service, and at last gave to 
England a real and effective postal serv- 
ice.. Louis XI of France founded a postal 
system in 1464, which was greatly im- 
proved by Charles EX in 156S. 


But it was not alone the Christian 


nations that felt the need of a postal 
service. When the Spaniards invaded 
South America, they found a regular 
system Of posts in operation, so that the 
news of their landing was carried to the 
inca with incredible swiftness, the post- 
men being runners, who carried around 
their waists knotted cords, a code of sig- 
nals or sign writing. 
' 


Coming down to our own country, 


suppose we take a peep at the mail 
methods in. vogue in its earlier days. 
Let ns take as a type the postal service 
between Boston and 2sfew York, where, 
in 1762, a post was established "to goe 
monthly." Post riders, starting at the 
same hour from each end of the route, 
carried tbe mails. Leaving on Honday 
morning, they met and exchanged bags 
as Say brook. Conn., on the following 
Saturday. Then each mau returned to 
bis starring point, which, of course, 
took nearly another woek. 


It was Benjamin Franklin that, in 


1775, suggested the plan for a postal 
service ou which our present system is 
founded. In tbe early days of this sys- 
tem rates were charged that seem out- 
rageous to us of the preset; dny—be- 
tween Bostou and Now 'York, l&% 
cents, and 25 cents for points beyond. 
Of course this led ro swindling the gov- 
ernment and the smuggling of letters. 
Private parties carried mail secretly at 
lower-rates, and in 1889 Harudcn's ox- 
pi-ess entered the field, carrying lettera 
concealed in bundles amiother packages 
at lens than legal rates.

Judge Cole thereupon decided them 


to be ineligible to citizenship, and re- 
fused to naturalize them on the ground 
that they could, not swear to support 
something they do not understand.

It has been said that Prince Li is no 


louger the great political factor in 
China that ho was before the disastrous 
close of the Chineee-Japanese war. 
Some allege that he is a b&ck number, 
no longer m the confidence of the em- 
peror, unpopular among the powerful 
men of tin- government, and that instead 
of being an honor his appoinmenc as 
envoy to represent his royal master at 
the coronation of tho ezar was only a 
ruse to git him out of the way until his 
enemies could complete his undoing. 


These ittatemeuts seem somewhat 


probable; but, on the other hand, there 
are the European diplomats who treated 
bim so cordially, and who assert that 
Li is just as big a gun as ever, and that 
when he returns to China it will bo to 
resume his former high rank and im- 
portant offices. 


It is entirely likely that Li Hung 


Chang is but little worried about his 
treatment abroad, for by this rime he 
must have been wined and dined to his 
heart's content In St_ Petersburg, in 
Paris and in Berlin he has been the 
honored guest at elaborate banquets, at 
which, so it is rumowd, he did not taste 
a morsel of food, but only sat and looked 
as pleasant as possible. The most inter- 
esting feature of his European tour was 
his visit to Bismarck. He chatted with

Air In the Bono of Bird*. 


It is often said by persons who are 


not well enough acquainted with tbe 
science of ornithology to know whether 
;hey speak the truth or not that the 
bones of the turkey vulture are hollov 
air chambers, so constructed as to admi 
of continuous flight with but slight ef 
fort on tbe part nf tlie bin1.. Of late 
yearn it has become v,he general bch 
that tho bones of almost all varieties oi 
birds are simply air cylinders and tbat 
the lordly turkey vulture and the condoc 
are not better provided for in that par- 
ticular thau a host of smaller birds. 


In order to get some scientific light 


on tho subject, Dr. Crisp dissected 52 
species of birds, great and small, but 
found only 13 in which tho wing bones 
were hollow, and only one, the sparrow 
hawk, appeared to have the bony air 
chambers perforated. In 88 others ex- 
amined by the doctor there were no 
signs of air in the bones, although in 
this list there were several birds of long 
and rapid flight. Dr. Crisp's conclusions 
are that there are but few birds which 
have'been provided with natural air 
chambers, and that iu cases where the 
provision is made it is not of such ma- 
terial benefit as has been generally sup- 
posed,—St. Louis Republic.

Bismarck, instead of being flattered at 
this appeal for advice, was very much 
embarrassed, as tbe conversation was 
being eagerly listened to by representa- 
tives of many newspapers. 
He got out 


of tho predicament safely, however, by 
telling Li that, in his opinion, the will 
of a sovereign should uot be opposed. 


Prince Li afterward made amends by 


liberally praising the German army, tho 
fcai&er and everything else German in 
the same manner that he had praised 
everything Russian while in St. Peters- 
burg and everything French while in 
Paris. This must not bo taken as an ev- 
dcuce of dark duplicity on Li's part, 
for that was only his Chinese idea of 
courtesy. Americans familiar with the 
language of the Bowery might say that 
Li was just "jollying him along." 


Of course we expect that the ex-vico- 


roy will say nice things about America 
when he gets here. Some of them will 
be eaid in all earnestness, too, for he hnf 
more thau onco expressed his liking for 
Americans, in a substantial manner. He 
treated General Grant most royally 
when the latter visited China during 
his tour around the world and made the 
Hon. John W. Foster one of his confi- 
dential advisers during the late war. 


A committee of prominent men has 


already been organized to receive Prince 
Li when ho lands at New York, and he 
will bo entertained as long as ho can be 
induced to stay there. It is probable, 
however, that ho will go on to Wash- 
ington after a day or two. He will 
probably stop in Chicago, where there 
will be more banquets spread for him 
and he will bo given a good send off 
when ho sails for home from San Fran- 
cisco. 


About the personal characteristics and 


habits of the distinguished Chinese the 
foreign correspondents seem to diffet 
greatly. One sny.-. that ho converses in 
English with httle difficulty, and an- 
other says that lie understands but docs 
not attempt t<i speak our language. One 
writer asserts that Li has acquired a 
liking for some articles of occidental 
diet, while another declares that he eats 
nothing except that which is prepared 
tor his table hy his own native cooks. 
They all agree, however, that ho is a 
tall, well preserved m:ui about 73, who 
seems to enjoy hfo under all conditions 
and is very much interested in all kinds 
of western enterprises. When ho gets 
htrc, our own newspapers will supply us 
with any amount of accurate detail

"Perhaps the narrowest escape I ever 


Jbad," said the jadjie a few day» ago, in 
recalling sc*ctti that antedate the gold 
discovery, "was an ««coun«ar with. bos- 
tola Indians in the year 1847." And 
hare i» the story. It reads like fiction 
after the lapiu of SO y«irs-- 
i 


Io the above mentioned year Adams, : 


then » boy of 17, was engaged ie carry- 
ing military mail between El Paso, 
Tex., and Albuquerque, N. M. The 
greater portion of the country through 
which ho passed was a desert waste 
One piece of the way was particularly 
dangerous, being in the vicinity of a 
frequent rendezvous of the Indians, and 
tot the mail carrier's safety and protec- 
tion a small troop of soldiers was regu- 
larly detached from the midway post of 
Manzana, on the Rio Grande, to meet 
the mail boy at a certain point of the 
route at which be always baited and 
to escort him over that part of the read 
which was considered unsafe. 


The spot in question was generally 


reached after nightfall. It so happened 
thai the officer in charge of the troops 
was Sergeant William J. Graves, who 
afterward became prominent as a lawyer 
in this state, and who has long since 
joined the silent majority- 
Young 


Graves was of herculean build, brave as 
a, lion and as recklesa as he was brava

For ten miles the painted warriors 


pursued him, gaining on him erery 
minute. 


The arrows pierced his clothing; the 


Indian yells almost'drowned the noise 
of the .hoof beats of his stesd. His horse 
was wounded,'but the faithful beast 
still struggled on. The 64 rounds of am 
munition carried by the rider was al 
most exhausted. The horse fell dead.

den terror.

Yesterday afternoon Supt. Miller 


gave a most interesting talk on 
Geography. He stated bow the won- 
derful 
changes 
had continuously 


taken place in the boundary lines be- 
tween great and small nations. Each 
year there were important changes, 
which required that the map in geog- 
raphy be also changed to be correct. 
He told how the various coua&ries, 
lakes and rivers in Africa had been 
located by Stanley. He also referred 
to the globes that are used in the 
schools to illustrate the form of the 
earth and to show the location of 
places. He had a map showing how 
the different sections were printed or 
engraved before they were placed oa> 
the globes. A strong effort is being 
made by different societies to have 
various geographical places spelled 
in the most simple ana natural way; 
for instance, "Bearing" is now being 
spelled '-Bering." His remarks were 
interesting and well received. 


Prof. Houck followed Supt. Miller 


in the afternoon and spoke for a half j 
hour. "When we look at the com- 
mon subjects we must say, is it pas- j 
slble tor us to master any of the 
branches? It is a mistake to have 
children commit to memory the 
names of all the little insignificant: 
places. There is no end to learning. 
The teacher has an unbounded desire 
for information. No other class of 
citizens labors so industriously during 
hot weather as do the teachers. 
They spend their money in quest of 
knowledge. The teacher gets tne 
least wages- when times are best. 
Teachers' salaries are- entirely too 
small. In many places superintend- 
ents receive big salaries, but the pay 
of the common teachers is cot suffi- 
ciently large." 


The school room this- morning was 


again filled with teachers who seemed 
to forget the extreme heat in their 
desire to bear Supt. Miller and Prof, 
Houck. Mr. Miller spoke first and 
gave an exceedingly interesting and 
instructive talk on history. His lec- 
tures are full of information and a 
teacher can gather points from his 
talks that he would not be able to 
fled except by the most difficult re- 
9£>*>i. His theme this morning was 
'History and How to> Outline an Ad- 
ministration." for an example he 
selected Jefferson'sand divided it into 
three departments, first,. Histori- 
cal Relations; second, Biography, and 
third, Leading Events. Under the 
first head he considered the condition 
of affairs In the leading countries of 
Europe and elsewhere during the 
time of the administration, from 1801 
to 1809. He reviewed briefly the co 
temporaneons history of these coun 
tries. Under Biography he consid- 
ered Ms life and the important events 
of it. 
Jefferson was noted as being 


the author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, the founder of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and the originator 
of law relating to religious liberty in 
Virginia. Under the third division 
be considered the events that occur- 
red during the administration—the 
moving of the capital to Washington, 
D. C.. at that time a swamp; when 
he was inaugurated he displayed na 
signs of royalty, as did Washington 
and Adams: he discarded the knee- 
breeches; "ue did away with the pres- 
ence "of attending wand bearers;be 
did not hesitate to speak to the com- 
mon people. This some other leaders 
objected to but it found favor with 
the masses. He presented the first 
written inaugural address.
